RESOLUTION with respect to the City's need for 
400 additional units of low-income housing. 


WHEREAS, it is the policy of the government of the City of 
Fort Wayne to insure that suitable and adequate living quarters 
are available for all citizens; and 


WHEREAS, many of the citizans of Fort Wayne are still 
required to live in sub-standard dwellings; and 


WHEREAS, under the United States Housing Act of 1937 as 
amended, the Public Housing Administration of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development of the United States Government is 
authorized to provide financial assistance to local communities 


needing such assistance; and 


WHEREAS, urban development projects are requiring the re- 
location of a number of citizens for whom adequate low-cost 
housing is not available; and 


WHEREAS, in addition the Housing Authority of the City of 
Fort Wayne has applications of qualified citizens for low-income 
housing which it has been unable to meet and which has not been 
met by private industry; and 


WHEREAS, under the Housing and Urban Development Act, the 
governing body of the community must make a determination of the 
need for such low-rent housing and approve by resolution the 
application for public housing through a local agency; and 


WHEREAS, the Housing Authority of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, is a public, local housing authority as the term is 
defined in Federal statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the Housing Authority of the City of Fort Wayne 
desires to apply to the Housing and Urban Development Adminis- 
tration for authority to build or acquire 400 units of low-income | 
housing with approximately 100 units set aside for the elderly 
and.
